DIAGNOSTIC  ANTIGENS  TO  BE   PRODUCED  UNDER  LICENSES 

The  following  statement  was  issued  June  21,  1948,  as  circular  letter  No.  3070,  and  sent  to  inspectors  in 
charge,  virus-serum  control  stations,  and  establishments  producing  diagnostic  antigens: 

United  States  Patent  No.  1,816,026  applicable  to  stained  antigen  held  by  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  will  expire  July  28,  1948.  Under  this 
patent  license  the  Bureau  has  exercised  control  over  stained  antigen  for  several 
years.  During  this  time  pullorum  antigen  and  brucella  abortus  antigen  have 
become  increasingly  important  in  the  diagnosis  and  control  of  pullorum  disease 
and  brucellosis,  respectively. 

These  antigens  are  used  extensively  and  adjunctively  in  the  treatment  of  the 
related  diseases  of  domestic  animals.  The  Solicitor  of  the  Department,  in  an 
opinion  dated  March  27,  1947,  after  due  consideration  of  these  facts,  concluded 
that  antigens  for  use  in  diagnosing  diseases  of  domestic  animals  are  subject  to 
the  control  of  the  Federal  Government  under  the  Virus-Serum-Toxin  Act  and 
the  regulations  promulgated  thereunder. 

To  conform  to  the  foregoing  opinion  and  regulations,  producers  of  veterinary 
diagnostic  antigens  wishing  to  continue  their  production  should  file  with  the 
Bureau  application  for  a  license  with  all  information  required  by  BAI  regulations, 
Order  276,  CFR,  by  July  29,  1948.  Special  attention  should  be  given  to  sections 
102,  108,  111,  112,  and  114,  giving  particular  attention  to  114.5.  Those  firms 
who  are  distributors  only,  of  antigens,  should  give  particular  attention  to  112.4. 

Inspectors  in  charge  should  contact  all  establishments  in  their  area  that  are 
found  on  the  enclosed  list,  including  those  now  holding  only  patent  license.  Bureau 
employees  will  aid  applicants  as  may  be  found  necessary  to  enable  them  to  comply 
with  requirements.  VS  Form  1  and  BAI  Order  276  may  be  obtained  through 
the  local  BAI  office,  or  by  writing  to  the  BAI,  Washington  25,  D.  C.
